It' 
lo know Paris means to be familiar 
with the types of men and women who 
throng them, and to appreciate the 
tcnr-o of these thoroughfares at df- 
i'erent. times of the day. 
' The life of the Champs Elysces dif- 
fers greatly from that af the Boule- 
vard St. Germain. Though both streets 
are flanked by handsome buildings and

Ely'sees and. the ,Bois have one mood 
in the. early morning, another in tli-o 
gay afternoon and a third in a lively 
spring evening.

The 'Avenue do Boulogne is exceed- 
ingly broad,, with its side alleys and 
the dividing strips of turf.

brakes and victorias. The scene is one 
of brilliant colors, as weli as .of live- 
ly sounds; Ch'ic Parisians, stylish Am- 
ericans- arid Attractive English women 
ride, by flaunting th-eir dainty gowns—; 
pink, white and blue-r^and furbelows 
playing with" the breezes. 
,T.he men are making the dust fly 
with their French auto cars and; high- 
stepping steeds They only occu'px the 
foreground of the .'canvas. To either 
side are officers, spick and span as 


to the rfices at Longchamps. The pro- 
cession begins on the broad avenue of 
the Champu Elysoes. 
The roadway 


has become a sea of coaches, automo- 
biles and smart traps, crowded with 
fashionable men and women—merry- 
makers of all sort. The sidewalks and 
grass plots are. lined with onlookers, 
casting glances of admiration' or envy 
at th-a passing throng. Out along the 
Avenue de Bois the stately procession 
moves through the gates, past the cas- 
cades and on to Longchamps.

'J:i:c Horse in Paris Streets 


There is only one thing to mar the 


splendor ot -French boulevards, and 
that is the horse, who is here a most 
woebegone creature. It would seem to 
prove the truth of the adage that all 


j animals^ may outlive their usefulness. 
Paris is" so au;omobile mad that the 
people have lUtlc time to give to the 
subject the care that should be given 
to horses. 
• 
It is .the auto car which occupies the 


foreground and it i.s only at the races 
that a' horse becomes a topic of inter- . 
est. 
Cut as soon as these are over HIP 
smart folk iro back to their auto curs 
and forget that there are such creat- 
urcs as horses in. Paris. 


A visit, to the fine private stables re- 


veals the fact that oven' where men 
own1 two or three auto ears many are 
without a single horse. There arc 
thosa v.-ho keep horses for horseback 
or a span for a victoria, used during 
the Kuinmcr months.
